DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restriction 



1 . Applicants election of claims 65 - 75 is acknowledged. Following this election, applicant 
has added claims 88 - 95 to the application. However, these newly submitted claims are directed 
to an invention that is independent or distinct from the invention claimed in the application 
following the election for the following reasons: 

Applicant elected method claims 65 - 75, declining the examination of the apparatus. 

Accordingly, claims 88 - 95 are withdrawn from consideration as being directed to a 
non-elected invention. See 37 CAR 1.142(b) and MPEP § 821.03. 



2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming 
the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 65 - 75 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12 second paragraph for failing to 
particularly point out and" distinctly claim the subject matter which the applicant regards as their 
invention. 

In claim 65, line 9, the phrase "the determined priority number" lacks antecedent basis. 
In claim 68, line 9, the phrase "the determined priority number" lacks antecedent basis. 
In claim 73, "the matched priority" lacks antecedent basis. Further, to increase clarity of 
the claim, the examiner suggests inserting some language (like "in order") before the word "to"

in line 10, since it is hard to determine what is doing the "to access", IE, the first memory does 
not do it, and providing the location does not directly do it.
